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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Amendment filed July 14, 2008. Applicant amended claims 
1, 5, 6, 9 and 10 and added claims 15-19. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed July 14, 2008, with respect to claims 1, 5, 
6, 9 and 10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 5, 6, 9 and 
10 has been withdrawn. Applicant amended the claim language to overcome the prior art of 
record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 5, 6, 9 and 10, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
claimed method of manufacturing the computer media containing digital electronic executable 
programming files and non-executable data files including isolating and repairing files on the 
memory device, the master disc and in the file.

The remaining claims depend from claims 1, 5, 6, 9 and 10 and are allowable for the 
same reasons.
